It had 
not even been forméd at the time of the accident which was sup; 
posed to have been the cause of the boy's death. All of the 
boys are over 16 years in age. None are in school. 

Just before the boy died some of the members of this group 
inbibed too freely in some alcoholic liquors, and were picked 
up by the Wilmington police. The incident was seen by one of 
our Selectmen, who praised the police for their actions. As a 
result of that drinking we believe that one of the boys will be 
sent back to the Lyman School. The Chief of Police ordered the 
boys to disband, because of this incident, and because of the 
associations being formed. The more intelligent of the members 
agreed with the Chief that he was right. 

Because some out of town papers got onto parts of the story 
t Kas been built up. That group could have been Ied on thi 
right track, and it is entirely. possible that t ntended to S.ay 
on that track from the beginning. Now we have a lot of people 
unduly excited, in this town, and in this state, and elsewhere, 
excited about circumstances that have resulted from half-truths. 

We think that the young fellows in this group, if given half 
a chance, could turn out to be decent. and stabble citizens. We 
sincerely hope they will. We know, at the same time, that some 
of them can be led astray,.a very gasy accomplishment. 

We deplore the type of publicity given these boys, a type of 
publicity that could lead them into other paths. However, maybe 
it was all for the best. Maybe we have all had a lesson. 


YOUR UNCLE DUDLEY 


Unele Dudley is a gentleman who writes for the Boston Globe 
and whom we have occasionally enjoyed reading. He wrote a 
piece which was published on Oct. 18, 1954, and which fairly 
hit Wilmington, and many atlzer suburbam towns squarely on the 
nose. It was entitled “FORSIGHT IN PLANNING” and the 
main subject was sanitation and sewage. Dudley has nated that 
the suburban metropolitan areas are increasing in population, 
while adjacent rural areas (such as Wifmington) have increase 


lane pighways would not be needed, with Route B. This would 
entail a savings of about 7 thousand feet of two lane highway. 

All bridges across highways, with Route B, would be at Tight 
angles, or nearly so. There would be five of these, one each at 
Concord, Park, Salem, Andover and Ballardvale streets. Route A, 
we believe, plans for four, at Concord, Route 62, Andover and 
Ballardvale streets. 

Route A, then, would call for one less bridge, much more 
expensive land, moving a baker’s dozen homes, with entailing 
damages, block’ off four streets, call for 16 hundred feet more of 
express highway and 7 thousand feet of two lane highway. 

Route B would call for one more bridge, cross in the places 
where land is cheaper, cause only one home to be moved, save 
16 hundred feet of express highway, and 7 thousand feet of two 
lane highway. 

It would ‘alsd be downstream from our well fields, so that 
there would be very little chance of their becoming polluted with 
calcium chloride, used in the winter time to keep the highways 
clear of snow and ice. 


STATE AND LOCAL BOARDS 

To be heard in the State House, next Monday, is a proposal 
to establish a State-wide Board of Appeals to review decisions of 
local boards. Also to be heard is a suggestion regarding the 
unaminity vote of Appeal Boards.

Most trouble already in evidence stems 
from failure on the part af community ds, Zoning 
Boards, public health and other offieials to enferee existing laws 
with vigor or to give proper heed to exercise of restraints, stipula 
tions and controls over speculative building projects within their 
boundaries. 

Allowing 
new houses to be built too closely together, without sizable lot 
requirements, can produce a closely settled housing grop Soon 
plagued sewage disposal problems, and build up powerful voting 
demands for large bond issues to finance sewage ems the com- 
munity may not be prepared to face. ' Doubts on-that score vanish 
when it is noted that led debt for ‘sewage is already pressing 
school debt for first place in this state.

LITTLE LEAGUE AUDIT 
COMPLETED 

\ The books of the Wilmington 
Little League have been audited by 
Ralph M. Kelmon, CPA, and form- 
er Town Accountant of Wilmington. 
‘A report by Kelmon, read by Treas- 
urer Bob Baker, at the annual 
meeting, showed everything to be 
in good order. Kelmon’ fatement, 
appended to the report, read “I 
have reviewed the records of the 
‘Treasurer of the Wilmington Little 
League, as evidenced, by this re- 
conciliation. Recorded receipts and 
disbursements are in agreement 
with credits and charges on bank 
statements of the Wilmington Little 
League Account with the Winches- 
ter National Bank’’ 

Baker told the meeting that the 
reason for choosing the bank which 
is used is simply one of checking 
facilities, that the Little League 
has a policy of handling all ac- 
counts by check, so that all pay- 
ments can be traced. 

The audit showed that Wilming- 
ton Little League paid a total of 
$1752.64 for uniforms, and $988.69 
for the Little League Fence. This 
sum was in payment, in full, for 
gil materials used in the fence, all 
labor having been donated by Little 
League members. 

Insurance, for players etc., in the 
Little League has totaled $290, and 
miscellaneous payments total 
$110.30 

1983 expenses of the Little Lea- 
gue totaled $1,493.73, and 1954 ex- 
penses totaled $1,803.64. 

Baker paid tribute to the Wilmin- 
gton business men who had made 
the Wilmington Little League 
sible, and to others who had also 
made donations of less substantial 
nature, The smallest donation, he 
said, was 10 cents, while each of 
the major League sponsors, Cain's, 
Chisholm'’s Gildart's, and Wein- 
berg’s had each donated $350. | 

Minor League sponsors have do-| 
nated a total of $710. Included in

JUDGE HENCHEY SPEAKS AT 
ROTARY LUNCHEON 

His Honor, Justice William Hen- 
chey, on the Woburn Court was 
speaker at the weekly luncheon of 
the Rotary Club of Wilmington, last 
Wednesday. 

Before beginning his talk on Juv- 
enjle Delinquency, His Honor paid 
tribute to David Martin, Attorney, 
of Boutwell street, who had ‘passed 
on the preceding Saturday. The 
tribute, by His Honor was well 
appreciated by the members of the 
Rotary. Henchey’s talk was in the 
following vein: 

Fifty percent of the crime in this 
country is committed by youngsters 
between the ages of 15 and 24. For 
every dollar we spend on our public 
schools we lose $1.80 because of 
crime. For every dolar we spend 
on our churches we lose $10 be- 
cause of crime, Crime costs every 
home in the United States about 
$500 a year. 

Up to the time a youngster is 
17 he js looked upon as a juvenile 
in the eyes of the law. I beleive 
that it would be wise to amend this 
to the age of 20. How can you fix 
the age of responsibility? In two 
weeks there is all the difference in 
the world, for a boy in the 16 - 17 
bracket! 

Our juvenile laws are quite won- 
derful though. We have effected 
many changes since the turn of the 
century - - now we are doing some-) 
thing for the youngsters, instead of | 
something to him. Bight of every 
ten youngsters who get into trouble 
never repeat themselves, thanks to 
the enlightened attitudes of today - 
they never return after having had| 
one brush with the law. | 

Most of those that we have to 

dea] with are the victims of broken 
homes, or of similar surroundings. 
We must bear in mind that it i 
an easy thing for a youngster to 
idolize someone who is not good as 
he should be. . 
We justices of the, courts have 
friends who will take care of these 
young fellows who make their first 
mistake, who will supervise them, 
and help them to keep to higher 
ideals. These people are not offic- 
jals, but friends in need. 

Just think of the difficulties that 
face a boy who has taken the 
wrong step! A record of having 
been adjucated a delinquint {ts 
enough to have two strikes against 
him, Employers don't want this 
type of boy, and he frequently finds 
it difficult to get himself properly 
adjusted. We must take e”ective 


action to help those boys, for our 
own sake if not..ing els 
When I say effective action, I 
mean it. A boy who has committed 
an offense can become a-part of 
his community. He can come back! 
And, we all have something at 
stake! After he has served his pro- 
bationary period he will have 
proved himself, and will generally 
become an effective citizen of his 
community, if given a chance.

(purely physical derangements, such 
as fever, can cause temorarily 
disturbed emotions. He knows also 
that the way a patient feels about 
his illness may not only keep him 
from following precribed treat- 
ment, but actualy make him worse 
or cause some new physical upset 
to complicate the original illness 

Uncertainty about himself. his 
future, his family is perhaps most 
difficult for TB patient to endure. 
Unless he is reassured by the atti- 
tude of the people around him and 
by learning the facts about his 
disease, he will have to relieve 
the stress of intense anxiety in 
some way. He may do this by giv- 
ing up adult behavior. 

He may display childish irrit- 
ability, tantrums, and unreasonable 
demands. Other patients may react 
as submissive, well-behaved chil- 
dren. They may become over-depen- 
dent on the doctor and on receiving 
treatment, and resist any effort to 
break the bonds. Still others release 
their anxiety by becoming hostile 
and aggressive, and try to hurt 
themselves and others. The type of 
reaction of course, depends on the 
basic and sometimes hidden per~ 
sonality traits the sick person 
brings to his new situation 

By facing the psychologic pro- 
blems of illness frankly and with 
sympathetic understanding, the 
family of the TB patient can make 
an important contribution to his 
welfare. Satisfying his mental and 
emdtional needs can be just as 
important as performing the mech- 
anical tasks of nursing.

Wilmington is to be transferred to 
new owner, soon. The historic 
Ford-Blanchard House, in North 
Wilmington, better known to the 
present generation as the Harri- 
man Home, is to be sold about the 
first of December to John D. 
Brooks, now of Somerville. Mr 
Brooks is the morning City Edi- 
tor of the Boston Daily Record. 

Situated in the ancient Land of 
Nod, the house was built in 1720, 
by Cadhwallader Ford, an Irish 
emigrant, who became one of Wil- 
mington's most prominent citizens, 
and was a member of the first 
Board of Selectmen, when it was 
elected in 1733. When Ford bought 
the property, in 1720, he purchased 
about 300 acres ,in the Land of 
Nod, which was then part of the 
Town of Charlestown, and built 
what is now the front of the present 
building 

Ford was not only a farmer, like 
his neighbors, but also a specula- 
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‘once owned practic- 
ally all of what is now Penobscot 
County, in Maine. The home passed 
through descendants of the Ford 
family, (one of whom was Capt. 
Cadwallader Ford, Wilmington Min- 
ute Man) to the Blanchard family, 
and in the early 1800s it was the 
home of Colonel (also known as 
Squire) William Blanchard, who 
had a position unique in the history 
.of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, that of “Hops Inspector” 
which drew a salary equal to that 
of the Governor, 

‘The home was later owned by 
the ‘Widow Blanchard”, from 
whom the name of “Widow Blan- 
chard¥s Crossing" wag derived 
when the railroad was built to 
Boston, in 1845, 

Acquired by Caleb Harriman 
after the turn of the century, the 
building was extensively enlarged, 
and rebuilts, and is now over twice 
the size of the original building

must be disabled to apply for the 
“freeze”, but be can not receive 
social security benefits until he 
retires at age 65 or later. Then he 
will find that he will not receive re- 
duced benefit amounts because his 
wage record has been frozen dur- 
ing the years in which he was 
unable to perform any gainful 


Before the 1954 disability pro- 
vision in the social securty law, 
jthe workér, who became disabled 
after a long record of contribution 
jto the labor force of the nation, 
may have lost his insured status. 
This would have been possible un- 
der the old law because the entire 
period of his disability was in- 
cluded in the time which was the 
basis for determining his insured 
status. Or if the disabled individ- 
ual didnt lose his insured status, 
the period of his total disabitity 
during which he was earning no 
wages would greatly reduce his 
javerage monthly wage. And it is 
upon the average monthly wage 
jthat the benefit amount is com- 
puted. 

| The 1964 amendment with the 
special disability freeze was de- 
jsigned to correct the cut in bene- 


fits and the loss of insured status, 
It is a provision for those who have 
a long and recent record of attach- 
ment to the nations labor force. For 
this reason there is a requirement 
that the disabled person must have 
worked under social security for at 
least five years. These five years 
must have been during the ten 
years right before the disability 
began. And one and a half years 
must have been during the three 
right before the disability began. 

‘Any worker who, after meeting 
the qualifications just described, 
‘becomes totally disabled by ill- 
ness, injury, or other physical or 
mental impairment which is ex- 
pected to be of long and indefinite 
duration, which is medically deter- 
mined, and which has lasted for at 
least six months is eligible for the 
disability freeze. This means that 
his wage record for the period of 
his disability will be frozen and 
not counted against him in figur-
